A PASSING CRAZE. 


The reports of the Vanderbilt race 
on Strvturday with its large toll of death 
and disaster evoke general disgust.

They arrived 
on aSturday afvernooia and were met 


by .a reception committee of the 
Builder's Exchange who escorted | 
bhem to the King Edward Hotel 


where a complimentary banquet owas 
tendered them. ‘Later in the evening 
aimoker was ‘held in whe Buiklers’ 
Exchange rooms, when an address 
was made iby Mr, Nesbit. After com- 
plmenking the city on its pleasant ap- 
peatemvee, the proceeded to 
that te idea ofa ‘Canadian associ- 
ction of Dbiilders was first noted by 


Mr. Lauer, aiid by dina tle intial 
steps in organization were taken. 
“Without orgunization we reatlzed 


hat we ‘had no weight, and no influ- 
ence in the legislative assemblies and 
the parliament of the Dominion,” the 
speaker went on. “We don't intend 
to interfere with local onganizations 


a yan any way, but we do intend to have 


an organization in ‘the mear future 
equal in power to the Canadian Manu- 
faeturers’ Assocation. ‘The govera- 
ment at Ottawa dare not so much as 
change the tariff without considering 
their influence, and we must atinin %9 
a similarly stromg positiom We savant 
atcentral organization with a perman- 
ent secretary, and men to nvaitch leg- 
islation at Ottawn and in the various 
provincial legigtatures.\ If we ‘want 
to cpose any specific piece of legis- 
lation we mast cincwurize every mem- 
‘ber of parliament, and every conistitu- 
ont.”

McGRAW DID NOT INVENT 


THE FALLAWAY SLIDE 


Deceptive Method of Stealing Bases Should be Credited 


to Donelly 


(Detroit News.) 

lobn McGraw iis generally credited 
W ith being ithe originator of the “fall- 
away” slide, but he ds omen. ‘He ts 
honest cnough to give credit avhere 
credit is due, and snys he get the idea 
of the famous baserinning diode, 
sneak, twist, sivirl, wigyzle or whatever 
it may be called, from secing Donnel- 
ly, an-old-time third taseman of more 
ss prominence, who played in sev- 


eral big Jeague teams in this day, ‘but 
who figured in the Jater days of his 
baseball career in vhe minors, 
Donally was a wood fielder, a cracit; 
erjack thas 
In 1896, when the Balimore Orioles, 
the nated three-time champions, were 
vw their best, MeGraw was suddenly 
wicked with typhoid ever and obliged 
he Jaid for a 


e-rumer and a fair ‘batter, 


to take ‘to his bed, where 
log time. 

MeGraw, at the time, was the back- 
bone jof the hustling Orioles. He was 
cuptain and third baseman, and some 
vay that he was the ‘brains of that 
sensational team, Put those wo re- 
member “Eddie? Hanlon as a mana- 
nercvand player will tecl like putting 
accopper on that bit of India rubber 
imagination, 

Donelly Replaces McGraw, 

But anyhow MeGraw's 
the team anecant aavhole Jot and pres- 
aged danger. ‘Chere were not as amny 
swosisitutes canried in those days as 
now by the various clubs, and Hanlon 
was at a loss as to who. to put on the 
s place. There was no 
ether playerion the team who could be 
shifted without breaking up a winning 
combination, so Hanlon had to do 
some hustling on the outside. He fin- 
aly danded Jinumy Donnelly, and he 
proved the right man in the right 
place. 

Donnelly had ween iplaying for a 
dozen years, ‘but he thad not begun to 
wo back, He was just the proper kind 
of player such as the Orioles were. 
Jinvmy was heady, too, and that was 
another point in his favor, for the 
Orioles at the time were the quickesy 
bunch of players on ‘the  liamord. 
Hanlon had no use for any others, but 
je did keep Walter (“Steve”) Brodie 
somehow or other, posibiy as a foil 
to show up all the stronger his brainy 
playens, 

Donnelly filled (McGraw's shoes 
well; mot fully, perhaps, but enough

to enable the Orioles to stay up in 
the race. 

Donnelly awas kept after MoGraw 
was able ito resume his position, and 
if was then that the Giant’s present 
manager saw Donnelly make the pre- 
 “Tallaway” slide for the first time. 
With his usual keen and quick pemcep- 


sen 


tion, McCraw saw that about the only 
part of a base runner’s make-up that 
could tbe touched was the pilferer’s 
shoe plates, and ‘he immediately adopt- 
ed the slide himself and had Hanlon 
have ‘his players perfect it. It figured 
largely, too, in enabling the Orioles 
to win as frequently as they did. 

Since being manager of the Giants, 
MeGraw thas insisted that his players 
learn the slide. 
not excepted, and it is funny to see 
the lumbering, awkward way some of 
wae twirlens wo at the slide in prac- 
tice, An hour every day, when the 
Giants are down im Marlin, Tex., for 
spring training, is given to practicing 
the fallaway slide. 

very player cannot get the hang 
of it. Some find it imposistle to make 
it. Doyle, De Vore, \Shafersand Brid- 
well of the Giants have it down fine. 
Devlin, Smodgrass and Murray ‘have 
it fairly pwell. ot ‘has avon many 
games ifor the Giants. 

Jimmy Donnelly wasn't ithe first to 
use the “fallaway,” although he was 
the first that McGraw saw do it. “Ihe 
old ‘Chicago White Stockings of the 
middle ’eighties had ‘several players 
wih could sneak and ‘wriggle a ibase 
any old way, including the “fallaway” 
slide, although jit was not known by 
that name then, 

Mike Kelly, Tommy Burins, Ed Wil- 
liamson and George Gore were among 
the White Stockings who thad the 
slide down pat. Bill Dahlen got ‘the 
idea from those old Chicago players, 
si joining the White Stockings in 
1891. No one ‘had it down any finer 
thon Dahlen, either. I think it was 
called the “split” slide in those days. 

Murray of the Giants has a wery 
peculiar side. He goes in feet first 
and shoots up into a standing pos- 
ture without Joss of speed. ‘That js 
done by falling on the calf of one 
legleg and lifting at the same time 
Roger Connor thad ‘Murray's slide 
down ine, But it is not so effective 
or safe as the dallaway,
